•Editorial Observation 
Kids Need More 
Bicycle Training

I am deeply concerned about the 
safety of the 
children in west Plano and the vast number of bicycles 
in the area. The bicycles, as such, would not be such a 
trying matter, were it not for the way the youngsters 
behave on them. 
Friday morning, as I moved down my alley, two boys 
on one bike flew out of their driveway from behind one 
of those tall fences and we barely missed collision. 
I hey raced out of the alley onto the street and smack 
into the fender of a car driven by a woman who, 
because of her alertness, barely missed injuring tw’O 
school children on the last day of school. 
What made me so angry was that the two boys who 
were at least 13 or 14 years of age, got up off the con­ 
crete laughing about their near tragedy. 
I moved on to the corner and had two more whip in 
front of me. both ignoring the stop sign on their side of 
the street and cutting close into my path, very fast 
Earlier in the week, some of us at the Star-Courier 
noticed several boys on their bikes whipping in and out 
of traffic at the corner of 15th and Central Expressway, 
which is dangerous enough for automobiles. They were 
riding against traffic in the middle of the street. Others 
were seen that same day riding a motor bike up and 
down the hill at that intersection, stopping just short of 
the heavy, moving traffic. 
School is out and kids are going to take to the roads— 
so to speak— on their bikes, to and from the swimming 
pools, and just to be out and around. I pray there will 
not be a serious injury to any of them. 
If your child is out on his bike and gets home safely, 
don't kid yourself that he is the one that is being 
careful. Just realize how lucky you are that he got 
there once again in one piece. 
There are hundreds and hundreds of kids on the west 
side of Plano, due— most likely — to the fact that most 
families in that area are in their late 20’s and early 30’s. 
They all have youngsters that are just right for the 
bicycle set. 
I am not advocating that children should not be 
allowed to ride their bikes — what I am saying is that 
parents should pay more attention to their kids’ bike 
training, just as drivers of cars must go through 
driver’s cd. 
This is a very serious problem that I’ve been harping 
about for a year. I feel that most time, whether right or 
wrong, the automobile driver is likely the one to be 
blamed, and in some cases charged with negligence. 
VV hilt I see on the streets in West Plano certainly does 
not bear out the fact that the motorists are always the 
offenders. 
I would be forever remorse if I was responsible for 
the injury of a child, whether it was my fault or not. But 
for the chances I see taken each moring, I think God 
must be looking over the shoulder of hundreds of 
bicyclists on my side of town.

taconite, a low-grade iron 
ore. Its processing produces 
wastes similar to asbestos 
fibers, which have been 
found to cause cancer in 
certain occupational s e t ­ 
tings

panel

Reserve to submit within 25 
days a plan to dispose of the 
wastes on land and to control 
air emissions, but putting 
such a plan into effect could 
take a long time.

Fans Cause Cleveland Indians 


To Lose ‘Beer Night ' Game

Cleveland players tonight, 
we would have got killed.” 
Those were the words of a 
Texas 
Rangers’ 
player 
Tuesday night after a near­ 


riot broke out in the ninth 
inning of the first game of a 
three-game series between 
the Rangers and the Indians. 
After 
Indians’ 
third 
basem an John Lowenstein s 
sacrifice 
fly scored 
Ed 
Crosby with the tying run 
that tied the score at 5-5 in 
the ninth, part of the crowd 
of 25,134 on hand for “ 10-cent 
Beer Night” jumped out of 
the stands and charged 
Texas 
rightfielder 
Je ff 
Burroughs. 
The Texas bench rushed 


out to help Burroughs with 
Cleveland 
players 
also 
charging out to help the 
Rangers. When Burroughs 
fought back against the 
crowd, 
umpire 
Nester 
Chylak was hit in the head by 
a chair and it was at that 
point that the game was 
iorfeited to the Rangers. 
The score goes into the 
records as 9-0 and all records 
are official. There were no 
winning and losing ptichers 
because the score was tied. 
“ Two guys punched Bur­ 


roughs and there was no way 
we would let them get on 
him , said Texas Manager 
Billy Martin. “ He could have 
got his head battered and as 
it was, he came out of it with 
a jammed thumb. We just 
w anted good, clean baseball 


but all they had out there 
w e re 
complete 
idiots, 


je rk s.” 
“ It was the worst sports 
showing that I have ever 
seen 
in 
my 
history 
of 
baseball but I am very proud 
of the Cleveland players. 
The Cleveland team saved 
our 
lives and 
I 
called 
(Manager Ken) Aspromonte 
atter the game and told him 


that.” 
There was an added irony 
in that the Rangers and 
Indians battled each other 
last week in Texas over a 
beanball accusation against 
Cleveland 
pitcher 
M ilt 
Wilcox. 
The Texas bullpen, which 
had 
been 
belted 
with 
firecrackers, smoke bombs 
and paper cups, headed for 
its dugout in the seventh 
inning. 
Chylak felt that “ we went 
as far as we could go and the 
Texas club did a fine job of 
staying in the dugout. I told 
Billy that he could bring in a 
pitcher whenever he wanted 
to and I ’d give them time to 
warm up.” 
“ They 
were 
just 
un­ 
controllable 
beasts 
out 
there. They hit me with a 
chair and hit one of the 
Cleveland players. The only 
place you would ever experi­ 
ence anything like this again 
would be in a zoo. I thought 
the police did a fine job, 
especially after being out­ 
numbered and I ’m sorry the 
Cleveland club had to sutler 
the forefeit.” 
The forfeit was the first 
since the Senators forfeited 
to the New York Yankees in 
Washington on Sept. 29, 1971. 
“ When Chylak got hit on 
the head, I knew we lost the 
gam e,” 
said 
Cleveland 
Manager Ken Aspromonte, 
who watched his club bounce 
back from a 5-1 deficit to tie 
the game in the ninth inning. 
“ It’s just disgraceful. You go 
out there trying to win a 
game and then end up 
having to protect yourself. 
“ I 
have 
never 
seen 
anything like this before, 
said Cleveland catcher Dave 
Duncan while pitcher Steve 
Kline, who came to 
the 
Indians from 
New 
York, 
said, “ the Yankee fans are 
angels compared to what I 
saw tonight. What if Gaylord 


Perry or other players had 
been hurt in the scuffle? We 
could have lost our whole 
pitching staff.” 


After a pair of homers by 
Tom Grieve and back-to- 
back doubles by Jim Sund- 
berg and Cesar Tovar had 
given the Rangers a 3-0 lead, 
the Indians scored one run in 
the fourth when the Rangers 
almost lost starter Ferguson 
Jenkins. 


With one out, Leron Lee 
lined a fastball into Jenkins' 
stomach and reached first 
base. After a period of five 
minutes, 
Jenkins 
felt 
he 
could go on and retired the 
side after Lee scored on a 
single by Oscar Gamble. 


Toby H a rra h ’s two-run 
triple made it 5-1 in the sixth 
and the Indians pushed 
across two runs in their half 
of the inning and Jenkins left 
the game after being spiked 
on the left knee in a collision 
at third base with Lee. 


The Indians rallied against 
Steve Foucault before the 
“ fans” sent the Tribe to their 
26th loss. 


Tension 
kept 
building 
throughout the game as 
young fans 
kept 
running 
through the outfield and the 
first streaker of the year 
made his appearance in the 
seventh inning. 
“ Yes 
I 
would 
have 
protested the game,” said 
M artin. 
“ When you get 
warned more than once, it’s 
time for a forfeit. 
“ Our fans in Texas should 
not retaliate because of 
tonight. But if those guys 
ever came to Texas, there 
would be a real war. The 
only guys I would protect
